IMPORTATIONS OF PERFUMERY AND TOILET PREPARATIONS 


The total imports of perfumery and other toilet prepara- 
tions during the Treasury Department's fiscal year, which 
ended June 30, 1918, amounted to $3,497,695, a decrease of 
$308,914, or 8 per cent., as compared with the importations 
of the preceding fiscal vear. 

\s the prices at which foreign goods have been entered 
during the last few vears have been rising constantly, the 
decrease in dollars and cents shown by the foregoing fig 
ures undoubtedly represents a very substantial decrease in 
the actual number of pieces imported. Instead of this de- 
crease reflecting a decline in the demand for imported, 
however, it may be attributed largely, if not entirely, to 
the lack of tonnage and other factors of either transporta- 
tion or manutacture

“The condition of the perfumery business here at the 
time of the Philadelphia Centennial might be called pre- 
nebulous. There were practically no perfumes made in 
America, Lubin in Paris supplying the larger portion of 
the American trade. The men that controlled this line 
of perfumes were autocratic in the extreme—commercial 
martinets. No dealer could buy a dollar’s worth of goods 
unless the money was paid in Paris in francs before ship- 
ment, and even then the goods were sold as a great con- 
cession. The mz unufacturing and scientific ends of the 
business were guarded carefully by secrets, patents and 
formule, and the American perfumer of those days may 
well have felt that he was under the heel of the French 
manufacturer for all time. Contrast that condition, if 
you will, with the conditions of today, when American 
perfumes are displayed in all the marts of the world and 
enjoy a standing and a reputi i“ second to none. The 
vase of foreign competition has been broken and the only 
thing left is the perfume of its memories. 

“T have said that the perfumers are nerve specialists. \ 
laree number of our customers, if we would interpret theit 
expressions at times, have already discovered this, for they 
marvel at the nerve of a perfumer charging them from 
five dollars to twenty-five dollars for a small vial of his

demand for perfumes will open to your minds a very re- 
markable fact which is beyond controversy—and that is 
that the entire inhabitants of the earth, regardless of race, 
color, nationality, education, environment or condition, 
have implanted within them by the innate creative forces a 
love of perfume.

“The apparel oft proclaims the man.”—Shakespeare, 


Progressive manufacturers in the perfumery line are 
more than ever realizing the fact that the silent salesmap 
who speaks volumes is the appearance of the package jg 
which they market their goods. 

The outside appearance procla'ms the intrinsic value of 
the goods. No up-to-date house would send out a sales 
man carelessly dressed and wearing soiled linen. In fag, 
I know of a concern which pays the laundry bills for jg 
sales force—and “there is a reason.” 

In the perfumery trade, more than in any other line 
business, you must attract the eye first, and the other senses 
afterwards. The first impression counts the most. By 
on the other hand, the same way as an empty-headed sales. 
man with all the Fifth Avenue tailoring on his back would 
not be able to “put anything over” a hard-headed busines 
man who looks for values in everything, likewise you cap 
not put inferior goods into artistically designed packages 
and get away with it. Outside appearances and inside jp. 
trinsic values and merit must be husbanded if you want 
to have same spell: SUCCESS. 

Attractively decorated tubes artistically designed are 
wanted now in bigger quantities and for the popular brands 
of tooth paste, shaving cream and cold cream preparations 
The tube package, more than ever before, is gaining popu. 
larity day by day because of its handiness, cleanliness and 
attractively practical market and advertising value. Ther 
is nothing as yet discovered which could successfully take 
its place in the favor of its users. Years and years pass 
by without any improvements of value being suggested or 
adapted in order to make this popular container more popw- 
lar and more practical. It is as safely ensconsed in public 
favor and is as nearly 100 per cent. perfect a container as 
centuries could offer to replace. Look at it from any angle 
you may, and you will find with every reflection on its 
merit that its adaptability, economy, dressiness and pra 
tical value cannot be excelled. It is economical, it is sani 
tary, it is handy, it has all the elements for winning ani 
keeping public favor. 

I know of many first-class department stores and jobbers 
which refuse to handle anything in the perfumery line 
whether put up in jars, bottles or tubes, if they do not 
possess an attractive appearance besides their other merits 
I know of a concern which put up a deodorant which was 
an article of value and credit to the trade. Several depart 
ment stores and jobbers refused to handle same just be 
cause it had a cheap looking and poorly printed label o 
its container. 

The appearance of goods might seem an _ unimportatl 
trifle to some, but success in any endeavor is made up of 
just through yielding to such trifles. If you are glued t0 
old habits and think you can clothe your ideas and goods 
in the styles of centuries gone by you will soon realize that 
the whirlwind of progressive ideas will carry you off and 
sink your products into oblivion “without a trace.” 

Dress up your goods, as otherwise they will not, “they 
shall not pass.”

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UNDESIRABLE PRACTICES IN MARKETING PRODUCTS 


Address of John Walsh, of Washington, D. C., formerly Chief Counsel of the Federal Trade Commission, 


at the Silver Anniversary of the Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association, New York, April 22, 1919. 


The American perfumery industry appears to me to 
have ahead of it an exceptian@ily bright and promising 
future. The growth in our national wealth has raised 
the standard of living of our people throughout the land. 
Coincident with this the demand for products such as 


vou handle in your trade is growing in leaps and bounds. 


Once accustomed to the use of them, the average Ameri- 
can will hardly find himself willing to do without them 
in the future because they add considerably to his or her 
happiness and enjoyment of life. 

There is, however, another phase of your business, which 
to me appears of particular importance at the present 
time, and which seems to merit attention not only from 
the point of view of your own interests, but in a wider 
sense from the standpoint of our commercial progress 
as a nation. I have in mind the export trade from the 
United States to foreign markets. 

We are all proud of the fact that the United States has 
become the leading export country of the world. Ameri- 
can goods have found their way into oversea markets 
during recent years in quantities and values which greatly 
surpass the fondest expectations we may have had but a 
decade ago. The value of our exports of perfumes, cos- 
metics and toilet preparations increased from $1,574,710 
in 1913 to $3,902,656 in 1918, or an increase of approxi- 
mately 147 per cent. A feature of the situation is that 
the substantial expansion of American exports is attribut- 
able not wholly to inability of British, French and other 
exporters to furnish supplies, but to a very considerable 
extent to the intrinsic value of the American-made goods 
and the efficient selling and advertising methods intro- 
duced and established by our manufacturers and export- 


ers which stimulated and increased the demand. 


COMPETITIVE CONDITIONS IN FOREIGN MARKETS 


To all appearances competition in foreign markets will 
be much more keen in the future than it has been in the 
past. France and Great Britain have been the leading 
producing and exporting countries prior to the war. The 
exports of perfumes from France in 1913 amounted to 
21,031,111 pounds, valued at approximately $5,008,600. The 
value of British exports of perfumery and articles used 
in the manufacture thereof, except spirits perfumed in 
bond and essential oils, amounted to $1,020,725 in 1913, 
and increased to $1,545,410 in 1917. 

A few years prior to the outbreak of the war a new 
factor began to make itself felt more and more in inter- 
national trade competition. Competition between indi- 
viduals gave way rapidly to competition between groups. 
Manufacturers and exporters began to combine into trade 
associations and export combinations. During the war 
this movement grew in scope and strength. 

The French perfumery industry is well organized. 
About 30 perfume manufacturers are combined in a syn- 
dicate which fixes prices and regulates trade matters. 
The syndicate maintains a central office at Paris. At the 
Present trade fair at Lyons the French perfume industry 
Was strongly represented, and it appears that no efforts 
will be neglected to promote the export trade of French 
perfumes and kindred products in the future. In Great 
Britain a strong movement for greater co-operation among 


manufacturers for pushing British exports to all parts 
of the world has been organized, and is being actively 
backed by the British Board of Trade, the official govern- 
ment department for trade and commerce. The Federa- 
tion of British Industries has worked out an elaborate 
plan for organized effort and co-ordination of commercial 
resources and activities. No time has been lost in get- 
ting this machinery for promoting British trade into 
operation. 

The Italian Government recently issued a Decree, the 
purpose of which is to give encouragement to the essen- 
tial oils and perfumery industry in that country. Under 
this Decree Italian manufacturers of essential oils and 
perfumes are exempted from (1) customs and_ octroi 
taxes on machinery and building materials; (2) taxes and 
supertaxes on their buildings for five years; (3) income 
tax for five consecutive years. Besides, cultivators of 
flowers for essential oils and perfumes are exempted from 
iand tax for ten years, and in certain cases from income 
tax on the proceeds of such cultivation for five vears. 

In Japan the perfumery industry has made rapid strides 
during the war Ever alert and keen to further their 
business interests, the Japanese manufacturers succeeded 
in increasing the value of their export trade in toilet or 
perfumed waters, and hair oil from $259,500 in 1913 to 
$498,000 in 1917, which amounts to an increase of about 
92 per cent. During the same period the value of their 
exports of toilet soaps increased from $754,000 in 1913 to 
$1,873,500 in 1917, or 148 per cent. In the Philippines, 
Australia, Hawaii and certain South American countries 
lucrative new markets have been built up, while in China, 
the Straits Settlkements and the Dutch East Indies the 


existing markets have been extended. 


THE WEBB LAW 

In view of this widespread movement in foreign coun- 
tries for export trade expansion, the significance of the 
so-called Webb Law becomes all the more important. 
This law was enacted by Congress in April, 1918, for the 
promotion of American export trade t constitutes one 


of the few constructive pieces of leg 


enacted by 
Congress during the war for the purpose of aiding the 
export trade of the United States And as its provi- 
sions become better known among the business men of 
our country the benefits provided for by this Act, and 
its usefulness to American business are being more and 
more appreciated throughout our country. 

Speaking generally, the Webb Act takes out from the 
restrictions of the Sherman Anti-Trust law a combina- 
tion or agreement between competitors to fix prices on 
products sold in export trade. The law was enacted in 
April, 1918. Consequently it has been in operation about 
a year. Its administration is reposed in the Federai Trade 
Commission. As Chief Counsel of the Commission | had 
the direct supervision of the administration of the law 
until my resignation on the 15th of this month. Up to 
the present time about 8&0 concerns have filed with the 
Commission statements of their forms of organization as 
required by law. These export associations have been 
formed in a variety of industries, including silks, textiles, 
steel, copper, hardware, lumber and others. The associa- 
tions formed thus far comprise not only large, but small 
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merce by procedure gives the Commission

It is my judgment that the standards of business prac- 
tices and business ethics are becoming higher constantly, 
and with that tendency competitive business will be scru- 
tinized much more closely in the future than in the past 
This will be so in reference to foreign commerce as well 


as to domestic. This tendency should cause our American 


business men to redouble their efforts to keep the es 
cutcheon of American honor and integrity stainless, and 
to uphold in the future the enviable reputation which

CONGRESS OUTLOOK AND OTHER WASHINGTON NEWS 


Wasuincton, May 17.—Steps are being taken for the 


enactment of legislation to enforce the national prohibition 
law It is understood that the bill approved by the pro- 
hibition leaders will be introduced probably by one demo- 
crat and one republican, one in either house of that body. 
Senator Sheppard of Texas, father of a good deal of 
important legislation along prohibition lines that is on the 
statute books, may be one of the introducers of the meas- 
ure officially O. K’d by the Anti-Saloon League of America. 

Meanwhile a bill has been introduced to repeal the July 1 
date for making prohibition effective. This would not 
affect the Eighteeuth Amendment, but would give alcohol 
a respite until January. 

It is understood that Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel, 
and E, C. Dinwiddie, of the legislative department of the 
League, both of this city, and certain other prohibition 
experts in Baltimore and Ohio, are advising with members 
of Congress who are seeking means of enforcing nation- 
wice prohibition 

It has been intimated that the national act will be some- 
what along the lines of the Ohio prohibition law, which 
is said to provide for a special commission that is charged 
with the determination of what is and what is not a potable 
alcoholic compound. This, however, is denied by Mr. 
Wheeler, who says that there is no menace for the legiti- 
mate perfumery and related trades in any proposed legis- 
lation. 


PENALTIES FOR MAINTAINING PRIVATE STILLS 

\n important announcement has been made by the Treas- 
ury Department anent the impending national prohibition 
in which warning is issued that private stills are banned 
by law. The announcement is made in a circular to col- 
lectors of internal revenue, revenue agents, and others con- 
cerned. It is, in part, as follows: 

“A person who makes a mash fit for distillation is held 
to be a distiller, even though he does not vaporize or con- 
dense the spirit. Penalty for illicit distillation is forfeiture 
of the distillery and distilling apparatus and all distilled 
spirits and raw materials for the production of distilled 
spirits found on the distillery premises, and a fine of not 
less than $500 or more than $5,000, and imprisonment of 
not less than 6 months or more than 3 years 

“The so-called war-time prohibition law imposes for 
its violation a penalty of imprsonment not exceeding 1 
year or $1,000 fine or both.” 


MOVING TO REPEAL THE “LUXURY” TAXES 

Hardly have the new taxes on luxuries and semi-luxuries, 
so-called, gone into effect before the movement to repeal 
some of them is gaining considerable momentum. For 
instance, Serator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, prospective 
chairman of the Finance Committee, has announced his 
legislative which includes repeal of the luxury 
taxes. The Republican Stecring Committee of the House 
of Representatives also has decided that repeal of these 
taxes should be among the first legislative measures to be 
considered at the special session of Congress 

Announcement has been made by 
Internal Revenue, Daniel C. Roper, of the extension of 
time unt'l May 31 for filing returns covering the period 
from February 25 to March 31 for taxes imposed by Sec- 
tions 628, 900, and 902 of the new revenue bill. The first 
returns for the aforementioned period were due on or 
before April 30, but as it was impossible to have ready 
by this date the necessary blanks for filing these returns, 
an extension of time was granted until May 31, by which 
time these returns, as well as the returns for April, must 
be made and taxes paid.

EXCISE TAXES ON TOILET AND MEDICINAL ARTICLES, 


Section 900 imposes an excise tax upon sales by the 
manufacturer, producer or importer of toilet soaps and 
powders and numerous other articles. Returns filed and 
taxes paid under these sections for the period February 25 
to March 31 are not to be regarded as delinquent if made 
by May 31. However, delay beyond that date means ap- 
plication of the penalties prescribed by law. 

Regulations governing the collection of excise taxes on

toilet and medicinal articles have been issued by the Bureay 
of Internal Revenue. The tax, which is on the consumer 
is 1 cent for each 25 cents or fraction thereof of the amoun, 
paid for such articles . 

The tax is collected by: Means of stamps, which may fe 
obtained at the offices of collectors of Internal Revenue 
The stamps are furnished in denominations of 1 cent 7 
cents, 3 cents, 4 cents, 5 cents, 8 cents, 10 cents, 20 cents 
and 40 cents. Dealers, after determining the selling price 
of the article, are required to affix thereto stamps of the 
proper denomination showing the correct amount of the 
tax 

The tax applies te medicines sold under letters patent or 
rademark, or if the manufacturer or producer has or claim: 
to have exclusive right or title to making such preparations 
Medicines “held out” or recommended to the public a 
proprietory medicines or as “remedies or specitics for any 
disease, diseases, or affection whatever affecting the hy. 
man bhedy,” are also taxable. If a manufacturer hag or 
claims to have “any private formula, secret or occult ar’ 
for making and preparing a medicine, it is taxable even 
though not sold under any letters patent or trademark o 
advertised to the public as a proprietory medicine, or me. 
dicinal proprietory article, or as a remedy for diseases “of 
human or animal bedy.” 

Che taxability of a medical preparation is determined 
by the manner in which it is prepared and by the way in 
which it is put upon the market. “Held out or recom: 
mended” means representation by any means, whether jj 
is personal canvass, statement on labels, in pamphlets, ot 
in advertisements \ “holding out or recommendation’ 
intended for physiciatis only is a holding out to the public 

Poisons, insecticides and disinfectants, other than thos 
used for the treatment of wounds or as cleansers, are not 
classed as medicinal preparations, and are not taxable, 

SCOPE OF TAX ON TOILET 


PERFU MES, ARTICLES, ETC, 


Toilet articles included in the tax are perfumes, essences 
extracts, toilet waters, cosmetics, petroleum jellies, hait 
oils, pomades, hair dressings, hair restoratives, hair dyes 
tooth pastes, tooth and mouth washes, dentifrices, aromatic 
cachous, toilet powders (other than soap powders), “or 
any similar substance, article or preparation.” 

(he tax became effective May 1. 

The regulations contain the following among other pre 
visions: 

“Art. 5. Toilet Preparations.—Section 907 includes con 
‘entrated extracts or essences sold to the user to be use 
in connection with the toilet, bath, or the care of the body 
or upon ihe clething as a perfume or toilet article. How 
ever, concentrated essences sold for the purpose of mak 
ing toilet articles, but not for use as such, are not subject 
to the tax.

A discount for cash or other discount mat 
subsequently to the sale can not be deducted in computing 
the price for the purpose of the tax. Commissions t0 
agents or others and other expenses of sale are not & 
ductible from the price. If articles are sold and the te 
livery charges to point of delivery are paid by the pit 
chaser as a specific item, or if the articles are sold delit- 
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ered at a sum less delivery charges to be paid by the pur- 
haser, such charges need not be included as part of the 
orice of the goods; but if the dealer sells goods at a de- 
io .d price and himself pays the delivery charges, he is 
ae to make any deduction on account of the in- 
nies in the price of delivery charges. ; F 
“Apt.

“Art 4, Giving of premiums.—The giving of so-called 
‘premiums’ in return for wrappers, labels, coupons, trading 
stamps, or other scrip delivered or sold in connection with 
the sale of a commodity is a sale by a dealer within the 
meaning of this section if the premium is within the class 
of enumerated articles. In such cases the tax attaches at 
the time title in the premium passes to the person receiving 
it in exchange for such scrip and is to be computed on 
the fair market value of the premium at such time. 

“Art, 5. Consumplion or use—An article is sold ‘for 
consumption or use’ within the meaning of this section if 
it is sold for any other purpose than to be sold, leased, or 
otherwise disposed of for profit, whether or not after 
change in form by process of manufacture. Unless the 
purchaser is a wholesaler, retailer, or manufacturer cus- 
tomarily engaged in the business of selling or further 
manufacturing the article in respect to which the applicabil- 
ity of the tax is in question, the sale to such purchaser will 
be deemed to be for consumption or use, unless the con- 
trary is clearly shown. in other words, a sale to one whio 
buys in order to resell is not a sale for consumption or 
use. ye 

“Art. 6. Articles taxpaid under other acts—(a) The 
tax is on the sale by or for a dealer or his estate, when any 
of the enumerated articles are sold for consumption or use, 
regardless of whether or not a tax under any other law 
has been previously paid on such articles. ; 

“(b) Articles in respect to which the manufacturer's 
excise tax imposed by section 600 of the Revenue Act of 
1917 has been paid are taxable under section 907 when sold 
by or for a dealer or his estate for consumption or use. | 

“Art. 7. Amount of the tax—The amount of the tax 1s 
1 cent of each 25 cents or fraction thereof of the amount 
paid by the purchaser for the articles; and the dealer, after 
exactly determining the selling price of the article, must 
afix thereto stamp or stamps of the proper denomination 
denoting the correct amount of the tax; and these two 
amounts, being ‘distinct separate entities, must be clearly 
shown to the purchaser to be the price of the article sold 
and the amount of the tax due thereon. 

“Proper stamps have been provided for the purpose of 
paying the tax. They will be furnished in the following 
denominations: 1 cent, 2 cents, 3 cents, 4 cents, 5 cents, 
8 cents, 10 cents, 20 cents and 40 cents. 

“They will be placed on sale in the office of collectors of 
internal revenue, stamp deputies, post offices and various 
agencies throughout each collection district. 

“An article sold for 1 cent to 25 cents requires stamp 1 
cent, 26 cents to 50 cents requires stamp 2 cents, 51 cents to 
75 cents requires stamp 3 cents, 76 cents to $1 requires 
stamp 4 cents, $1.01 to $1.25 requires stamp 5 cents. 

“Art. 8. Sales to the United States or a State—The 
tax applies to the sale to the Government of articles enu- 
merated in this section. Articles sold to a State or political 
subdivision thereof for use in carrying on its governmental 
operations are not taxable.” 

The regulations provide that the purchaser shall’ reim- 
burse the dealer for the cost of the stamps affixed to the 
toilet preparations, etc. Hence, no form of return of tax 
payment is required from the dealer. The purchase and 


correct affixing of the stamps fulfills the law. Stamps 
affixed must be canceled. Unysed stamps may be re- 
deemed. The Commissioner may require records to be 
kept and returns made, etc. Export sales are exempt from 
the tax. ' 

Enforcement of the tax on toilet preparations has incon- 
venienced many dealers and purchasers. It is said that 
many women laid in large supplies of cosmetics, etc., just 
before the tax went into effect. Purchasers of cosmetics 
after the tax was applied declared them to be essentials and 
that they should not be taxed 


NEW REGULATION REGARDING SOAPS, 

[he manufacturers’ excise tax of 3 per cent. on toilet 
soaps and soap powders and the excise taxes on other 
articles under section 900 of the new law have also been 
the subject of new regulations issued by the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. This is one of the new regulations: 

“Art. 33. Toilet soaps and toilet-soap powders—Soaps 
and scap powders advertised or held out as suitable for 
toilet purposes or for application to the body, or part of 
the body, as cleansing agents, are taxable. Toilet soap 
may be in form either liquid, semi-liquid, paste, or solid; 
thus, liquid hand soaps and shaving creams and powders 
are taxable. A soap used chiefly for removing grease and 
stains from the hands, though capable of an incidental use 
for cleaning pots and pans, is taxable as a toilet soap. A 
soap capable of use as a shampoo, though sold chiefly in 
bulk to laundries and cleaners, is taxable when sold in 
separate packages, though not when sold in bulk. A soap 
which is made, advertised, held out, or sold primarily for 
general cleansing purposes, but which may have an inci- 
dental and trivial use as a toilet soap, is not taxable.” 


PROVISIONS FOR THE PAYMENT OF TAXES. 


The tax is payable by the manufacturer, producer or 
importer on sales made directly through him or by his 
agent. lt is measured by the price for which the article 
is sold, and not on the list price where that differs from 
the sales price. If the price of a taxable article is increased 
to cover the tax, the tax is on such increased price. The 
tax is payable on a sale whether or not the purchase price 
is actually collected. Discounts for cash, or other dis- 
counts made subsequently to the sale can not be deducted 
in computing the price for the purposes of the tax. Com- 
missions to agents and other expenses of the sale are not 
deductible. 

If articles sold are returned and the sale rescinded, no 
tax is payable. If already paid it may be credited against 
the tax included in a subsequent monthly return. 

The tax does not attach to the sale of an article which 
is shipped to a foreign destination by the manufacturer 
himself, or sold by him for export and exported by the 
purchaser. 

The law requires that monthly returns and payment of 
the tax be made on or before the last day of each month, 
covering all proceedings for the preceding month, the first 
return to cover all transactions after February 24, 1919, 
and before April 1, 1919. Time for filing this, as hereto- 
fore noted, has been extended to May 31. 

The penalty for failure to make a return and pay the 
tax within the time prescribed is a fine of not more than 
$1,000 and for willful refusal a fine of not more than $10,- 
000, or imprisonment for one year. If a manufacturer 
or other vendor misrepresents the tax, he is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and is liable to a fine of $1,000 and imprison- 
ment for one year. 


APPLICATION OF THE TAX TO SOFT DRINKS. 


The trade is probably interested somewhat in regulations 
applying the tax on soft drinks, ice cream, etc., and the 
tax on cereal beverages. The former tax- is 1 cent for 
each 10 cents or fraction thereof of the retail price. The 
tax applies to fruit juices, fruit syrups and flavors com- 
pounded with water, other drinks compounded from syrups 
and flavors, also flavored ices. Bottled soft drinks served 
direct from the closed container are not taxable, as the 
manufacturers have already paid tax on them. 

Representative Longworth, of Ohio, a member of the 
House Committee on Ways and Means, is reported to be 
preparing a bill to introduce to repeal the tax on soda 
water, ice cream and other soda fountain concoctions.

BAD BILL IN WISCONSIN 


An amendment to the prohibition bill pending in the 
Wisconsin Legislature introduced by Senator Burke, is 
decidedly objectionable to manufacturers of flavoring ex- 
tracts and household remedies, according to a statement 
issued here by Thomas E. Lannen, of Chicago. He has 
advised insistence upon the modification of the bill. 

“Section 3 of the substitute bill,” said Mr. Lannen, “de- 
ines liquors to be and include all liquors and drinks of 
whatsoever name or description, including patent or pro- 
prietary medicines, capable of being used as a beverage, 
‘ontaining more than two and three-quarters percentum of 
alcohol by weight at sixty degrees Fahrenheit.’ 

“The bill is objectionable in that it would bar from sale 
many proprietary and household remedies and might be 
‘onstrued to bar flavoring extracts, etc. 

“The following proviso should be added at the end of 
the definition of intoxicating liquors: 

“*Provided, That the provisions of this act shall not be 
onstrued to apply to the manufacture or sale of flavoring 
extracts, soda water flavors, perfumes, toilet preparations, 
the ordinary household remedies or patent and proprietary 
medicines sold in good faith for culinary, flavoring, toilet 
r medicinal purposes.’ 

“Or other amendments to the same effect should be in- 
sisted upon, otherwise the bill should be vigorously op- 
posed,”

PURE FOOD AND DRUG NOTES 


In this section will be found all matters of interest con-

New Regulation About Net Weight 


\n amended regulation issued recently under the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act by the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
\griculture and Commerce provides that hereafter all 
foods in packages containing over one-half ounce avoir- 
dupois, coming under the jurisdiction of that act, must be 
labeled to show the net weight of food in the packages. 
The old regulation provided that a package containing two 
avoirdupois ounces or less should be exempt from mark- 
ing in terms of weight. 

This reduction was made, say officials in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in charge of the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs Act, in order that consumers might be 
informed of the quantity of spices and other comparatively 
high-priced foods which are usually sold in very small 
packages, and thus protect themselves from the deceptive 
practice of slack-filling in such packages. 

It has come to the attention of the officials that a four- 
ounce package is often used to put up as little as one or 
two ounces of various spices. In some instances, when 
only a small quantity of spice is put in a comparatively 
large package, the package is folded in such a manner as 
to appear full, as is fitted with a sifting device which makes 
it impracticable for the purchaser to determine whether or 
not the package is full. Many consumers who judge the 
quantity of contents by the size of the package are easily 
misled by such devices into the belief that they are getting 
four ounces, when in fact they are only getting one or two 
ounces. 

The Federal Food and Drugs Acts, according to a recent 
ruling of the Solicitor of the Department of Agriculture, 
does not prevent the slack-filling or part filling of food 
packages. The requirement that a statement of the net 
weight be placed on the packages containing between one- 
half ounce and two ounces will assist consumers who will 
read labels carefully and compare the stated quantities on 
various brands and packages to learn which are slack- 
filled, and thus avoid being misled by the deceptive prac- 
tice. 

The amended regulation follows: 

“Paragraph (j) of Regulation 29 of the Rules 
and Regulations for the enforcement of the Food 
and Drugs Act is hereby amended by striking out 
the words ‘two avoirdupois ounces’ and inserting 
in lieu thereof ‘one-half avoirdupois ounce,’ so 
that paragraph (j) as amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 

“(j) A package containing one-half avoirdupois 
ounce of food or less is ‘small’ and shall be exempt 
from marking in terms of weight.” 


Food and Drug Law Prosecutions 


Reports on more than 6,300 food and drug cases, in- 
cluding both criminal prosecutions and seizures, terminated 
in the Federal courts, have been published in the form 
of notices of judgment since the enactment of the Federal 
Food and Drug Acts, according to a recent statement of 
the officials of the Bureau of Chemistry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, in charge of the enforcement 
of that law. This number represents only instances of 
flagrant misbranding or adulteration in which, in the 
opinion of the officials, it was necessary to prosecute the 
party responsible or seize the goods in order to check 
the practice. Thousands of other forms of minor mis- 
branding, say the officials, have been corrected by serving 
notices on the parties responsible without recourse to 
formal legal action. The food industries in many instances 
voluntarily have changed trade practices of long standing. 

Preparations Have been misbranded in many instances 
as to the quantity in a package. The department says there 
is much less misbranding today than in any other class 
of merchandise sold to the public.

Vanilla Beans 

New York vanilla bean operators report a continyyp 
of firm conditions throughout the market, due largely » 
the fact that practically the entire crop of Mexican yanis 
beans has been bought up by American and Europe 
operators at an advance of 33 1/3 per cent over and ahyp 
the prices prevailing a year ago at this time. It is 
mated that the total crop of Mexican beans this year yj 
amount to about 150,000 pounds of whole and 3g 
pounds of cut beans, which would compare with a nom 
crop of 350,000 pounds of whole beans and 60,000 poms 
of cut beans. 

According to vanilla bean importers, there is quite 4 
scarcity of spot material at the present time, as arrirg) 
of new crop will not take place until the latter part, 
August and early September, so that in the meanting 
extract manufacturers are relying on Bourbon and Tas 
material to fill the gap. There has been a steady demaj 
for prime Mexican vanilla beans, and it appears that sp. 
plies of these are hardly sufficient unless stocks are ag 
mented by receipt of additional Bourbon material 

3ourbon vanilla beans have been arriving here in mo 
erate quantities, but at high prices. New York houses wy 
have been bidding 30 francs in the Marseilles marke 
state that this offer has been turned down by Fred 
holders. 

One factor which it is expected will operate toward 
maintenance of strong prices in the vanilla bean markes 
during the next few months is the fact that demand fe 
soft drinks, etc., will take an upward bound with & 
advent of prohibition. There can be little question i 
what there has been a tremendous increase in the marke: 
ability of vanilla of all kinds the past few months. Be 
the Tahiti variety, which are taken by the extract trate 
in the last resort, are meeting with a wide call at $19 
1.70 a pound as to quality ,with the white label beas 
extremely scarce at any figure. 

The statistical position of vanilla has been watched wit 
a good deal of interest in trade circles. For the nim 
months ended March last the total importations of vanih 
beans of all kinds amounted to 491,498 pounds against 
559,016 pounds in the corresponding period of 1918. Mo! 
of these imports were Bourbon material, but from now a 
Mexican beans will figure in the imports, as last advices 
from the producing sections of that country said { 
quality was going to be good, and this is regarded a:

POTASH PRODUCERS WILL FIGHT. 

The potash producers of the United States intend to 
make an aggressive fight in the extra session of Congress, 
which has just opened, to get protection tor their industry, 
in which $50,000,000 has been invested since the beginning 
of the war. There has been too little organization behind 
the efforts in this direction in the past, but the recently 
organized United States Potash Producers Association 
represents the entire industry, including not only the Ne- 
braska and California producers, but also the sugar com- 
pany producers, the producers of first sorts potash from 
wood ashes, and all other potash producers in this country. 

The president of the association is Thomas W. Boyer, of 
the Liberty Potash Company, Salt Lake City, Utah; Ar- 
thur C. Harrigan, of the American Potash Corporation, 
is vice-president and treasurer, and Frederick W. Brown 
is the executive secretary. The Board of Directors con- 
sists of: Thomas W. Boyer, of the Liberty Potash Com- 
pany, Salt Lake City, Utah; Arthur C. Harrigan; S. M. 
Edgell, of the Great Western Sugar Company, Denver, 
Colo. Thomas K. Stewart, of Robert A. Munro & Co., 
New York: W. E. Richardson, of the Hord Potash Com- 
pany, Central City, Neb., and T. E. Stevens, of the Potash 
Reduction Company, Omaha, Neb.

The association has opened an office in Washington in 
charge of Mr. Brown, the executive secretary, and will 
urge upon Congress the necessity of licensing the im- 
portation of foreign potash. The plan proposed is that 
the government provide that purchasers of foreign potash 
also buy a certain amount of domestic potash. Just at 
present production in Nebraska is at a standstill, as pro- 
ducers have large stocks on hand. The California produc- 
ers are in somewhat better shape, and say that they have 
been able thus far to dispose of their entire output. The 
explanation as to why they are in better position than 
Nebraska producers is that they cut the price sooner, and 
thus were able to move their goods. 

The price of American potash is still nominally $2.50 a 
unit, but producers are willing to admit that they can, 
and do, shade this price. The recent importations of Al- 
satian potash have been sold at $2.05 per unit. The Ameri- 
can producers are of the opinion that they have little to 
fear from competition with the Alsatian fields, as they 
think France will want all this material. Still there is the 
chance that France may prefer to have gold instead of 


potash, and there is nothing to prevent any amount of 
this material that can be shipped coming into this coun- 
try. When the German fields, which formerly practically 
controlled the business of the world, are again able to 
ship, the situation will be a more serious one. 


American producers believe that it will be many years 
before these fields will be producing as they once were; 
but, on the other hand, there has been a great deal of 
work done by Russian prisoners during the war, and defi- 


nite figure are lacking as to how much potash there may 


now be stacked up in Germany waiting to be exported at

the earliest possible moment. The whole business is one 


in which the allied governments, which must see to it 
that Germany pays in every way it can, are much inter- 
ested; but the American potash producers feel that organi- 
zation is necessary to protect their interests at the time. 


TRADERS’ DRAFT OIL CONTRACT. 


There was a meeting of members of the oil trade at the 
Produce Exchange May 5 to consider the New York 
Produce Exchange contract for oils, waxes and fats. A 
committee was appointed some time ago to draft such a 
contract. The contract, as drawn up by the committee 
after many sessions and much consideration, has already 
been published in the AMERICAN PERFUMER. There has 
been a pressing necessity for some standard contract in 
this trade for a long time. The great growth of the 
vegetable oil business has made it a very important matter. 
As it is at present, almost every broker and handler is 
using a different sort of contract, and it is said that at least 
twenty-five forms of contracts are in use. 

The meeting on May 5 was not confined to members of 
the Produce Exchange, but members of all branches of 
the business were invited to be present, 

When M. B. Snevily, who presided at the meeting, pre- 
sented the third section of the contract, however, it was 
discovered that it was not at all satisfactory to many mem- 
bers of the trade. 

This section read: “Quantities may be 5 per cent., more 
or less, except that the seller shall not be accountable 
for loss by leakage in transit, or in handling after ship- 
ment and up to point of delivery, or shortage due to 
causes beyond seller’s control.” 

It was pointed out by A. Elbert and others that in a 
c. i. f. contract the buyer protects himself against loss in 
transit by his insurance, and that therefore there was no 
such contract, while under an f. o. b. contract the seller 
is supposed to deliver just what he contracts to deliver. 

It developed in the discussion that it was the custom 
of many persons in the trade to sell f. 0. b. at delivery 
point at which they had no stocks, and the provision was 
taken to be an attempt to secure protection to the man 
who made this sort of contract, and, in fact, to give 
him a practical advantage over the man who had a stock 
in hand or who sold only f. o. b. the point where he had 
the goods. The leading oil companies, it was pointed out, 
sell only on the basis of the market where they have 
stocks making the delivery contract read “plus freight.” 

Mr. Elbert moved to strike out all of that section ex- 
cept the words “quantities may be 5 per cent. more or 
less,” and warned the meeting that the Board of Managers 
of the Exchange would never approve of the contract 
with the section as it stood. Mr. Elbert’s motion was 
adopted, and this removed the only real objection to the 
contract as drafted. It is expected that in due time the 
contract will be approved by the Board of Managers.

and oxy fatty acids with petroleum ether. This, however, 
makes the whole working method much more protracted. 
It is also often possible that the unsaponifiable parts are 
present in the form of more or less light, volatile sub- 
stances. This again necessitates the drying in the drying 
closet for the determination. Another source of faults, 
especially with larger quantities of substance, lies in the 
fact that the solvent, even the low boiling ethylene ether, 
can only be completely removed from the fat in higher 
temperatures, A reduction of the air pressure would bring 
uo marked improvement, because in this case the low boil- 
ing parts of the fat substance would also be evaporated. 

Sometime ago, in my articles on the textile oils, I have 
expressed the view that the drying in the drying closet, 
which often is continued for hours, is unnecessary. I 
proposed then, to evaporate the water and extraction me- 
dium by keeping the fatty acid tube in swift motion over 
a small flame. The water condensed in the upper, cold 
part of the neck can be removed by drying the tube for 
a short time, about 10 to 15 minutes in the drying closet, 
ata temperature of 80 degrees. In this manner the weight 
consistency is accomplished in considerably less time than 
by drying in the drying closet and without any loss of 
fatty acids, if the work is done carefully. The process 
Is as follows: After the ether has been distilled .off the 
fatty acid, tubes are first dried 15 to 20 minutes in the

drying closet at 80 degrees. For this purpose I have had 


special Erlenmeyer tubes of thin glass with a wide base 
made, which easily hold the entire quantity of the ether, 
without danger of boiling over during the distillation of 
the ether. Then a wire netting is heated to moderate red 
heat, so that the glowing part has the size of a five 
pfennigs coin. The tube is moved lively in a circle for 
one minute at a distance of one centimeter in such a 
manner that any certain part of the bottom of the Erlen- 
meyer tube always is only over the red-hot spot of the 
wire netting for a moment. To remove the steam con- 
densed at the neck, the tube is placed in the drying closet 
for 15 to 20 minutes at 80 degrees C. Weight consis- 
tency generally is accomplished by three or four repeti- 
tions of this treatment. Under all circumstances the for- 
mation of vapors in the tube has to be avoided. These 
may easily form, if the tube remains longer than half a 
minute over the wire netting at the third or fourth heating. 

[ have compared the two methods of drying in many

4. Determination of the saponifiable fatty acid hydrate, 
with consideration of the present oxy fatty acids. 
The examination of soap fats formerly was accom- 

plished by determining first the fatty acid plus unsaponi- 
fiable matter after the saponification, and then extracting 
the unsaponifiable substance. This working method could 
no longer be maintained, however, after the necessity of 
the deduction of the oxy acids, for the determination of the 
saponifiable fatty acid hydrate had been recognized. For 
instance, it has been pointed out that reliable results can- 
not be obtained with the former differential method, be- 
cause in many cases it is impossible to obtain weight con- 
sistency of the unsaponifiable matter, and the uncertainty 
thus caused naturally will influence the determinative re- 
sult of the analysis. The losses of fatty acids accompany- 
ing the drying of the isolated substances undoubtedly 
are the source of these uncertainties, 

Most of the fat raw materials for the soap industry, 
as they are furnished to the trade today, contain at least 
2 to 3 per cent, and very often considerably more, unsa- 
ponifiable matter. This fact makes it absolutely neces- 
sary that for the determination of the saponifiable fatty 
acid hydrate the unsaponifiable matter is separated first. 
In the course of time the working methods have been 
tested in this laboratory, by which always good and 
agreeing analysis results are obtained. I may therefore 
be permitted to publish an outline.

GERMAN PATENT FOR SOAPMAKING 


Manufacture of soaps which contain the hydrocarbon 
of the benzene group in a form soluble in water.

Industrial Chemicals 

The majority of the industrial chemicals utilized by soap 
manufacturers have gotten into lower territory during the 
past few weeks, as there has been a disposition among 
consumers to go slow pending price developments. De- 
velopments in the sodas have been watched with particular 
interest, especially caustic soda, which has been selling 
within the range of $2.50@2.75 a hundred. Formation of 
a producer’s organization which seeks to capture the export 
business in caustic soda and soda ash may strengthen the 
general market on these items. A decidedly weaker situa- 
tion has developed in caustic potash as well as carbonate 
of potash, due to the outlook that regular supplies of the 
crude material wiil now be available in the domestic 
markets. The position of sulphuric acid has continued 
weak, as considerable resale material has been flying 
around the market at sharp concessions from the fixed 
price of $16 a ton for the 66 degrees. The outlook for 
rosins is strong, due to the expectation of large export 
buying 


SWEDISH IMPORT DUTIES ON SOAPS 


Consul Wallace J. Young, Goteborg, writes: American 
soap manufacturers who contemplate the establishing of 
a market for their products in Sweden should bear in mind 
the following: The duty on toilet soaps is 1 crown per 
kilo (that is, about 12 cents per pound); on household 
and laundry soaps, 10 ore per kilo (about .012 cent per 
pound). In the administration of the customs, however, 
the bulk of American family, household, and laundry soaps 
in their present form would be assessed as toilet soaps at 
the higher rate of duty. Swedish customs authorities con- 
sider as toilet soaps all soaps bearing on the cake itself 
any wording; all soaps so lined, nicked, or indented that 
they may be broken into halves; and all soaps in any way 
perfumed. 

Accordingly, to have large sales in Sweden or to be in 
a position to compete with local soaps and other imported 
soaps; American manufacturers of household or laundry 
soaps would have to sell unstamped products; that is, 
perfectly smooth cakes with straight edges. Trade-marks, 
names, and directions for using may appear on the 
wrappers. 


Glycerine Rules Issued in Germany. 


Regulations have been issued by the Ministry of 
Economics of Germany in respect to the manufacture and 
import of and the trade in raw and pure glycerine. Ac- 
cording to these raw and pure glycerine containing more 
than 20 per cent pure matter are to be considered glycerine. 
Only those factories are permitted to manufacture which 
have received the sanction of the Imperial Committee for 
Vegetable and Animal Oils and Fats. Trade in glycerine 
is only allowed on ——- issued by this committee. For- 
eign glycerine must be delivered to the committee, which 
fixes the price for the glycerine taken over. This must be 
delivered without regard to the final prices fixed by the 
Imperial Arbitration Court for War Economy. 


Fats and Oils Expert to Study Conditions in Europe 

B. E. Reuter, advisory expert who was in charge of the 
fats and oils division of the Food Administration during 
the period of war-stress, and who was chairman of the 
Interdepartmental Committee on Fats and Oils, has ar- 
ranged to go to Europe to make an expert survey of the 
situation so as to advise the oils, fats and lard substitutes 
industries in the United States. The investigations will 
cover animal and vegetable fats and oils, lard substitutes, 
margarine and soap, and raw materials and by-products of 
these commodities.
